Which then held the Fortune of the Princedome 
of Sene, But Burgefins fucceeding his father Pan- 
dulphus, and not long after by a fatal change ex- 
pelled out of his countrey, did not long furvive 
his dignity, Neverthelels Cardinal Raphael Ре 
tryccis was his fucceffor in the Government of 
his countrey, and held for a while the helm of

Fer Alexander, having a-niarvellous fharpnefs of 
wit together with a Divine mmory and excel- 
Jent Eloquence, had fearce fulfilled the'one and 
thireiteh yeer of his age, but he was (надену 
fnatched away, xo the great’ grief of all 1raly; 
And Lelius having in a (hort race of life perform- 

+ very great mattets, exceeded: поете (ее 
and thirtieth yeer of his age, 

‘The memory of this man 1 jüdge worthy to be 
exceedingly admired: by. pofterity , who in fo 
Morta Трасе ashe lived, got only fmelt-out fo 
many grievous errors, which had privily crept in 
t rhe Church;but pulling rhemi out of their very 

+ holes, firft éwed the way how to kill them,’ He 
being by his Father éAmianus; put upon “thar 
Study which washereditary toihis name, thought 
that the knowledge of humane Laws: was to be 
fetched out of the very fountains of Gods Law, То 
which purpofe whilft he-diligencly tutned-over 
thefacred volumes; he without difficulty found 
that very many of thole Doétrines ofthe Church, 
which are commonly recived, ate quite oppolite 
tothe Divine Teftimonies, And thee fo much 
the more саб1у, becaufe moft of them arealfo 
repugnant to Reafon, and fuch principles, аз

therefore as the height of his excellent wit and 
tharpnefs of his judgement was accompanyed 
Mich a fingular probity of mind, having deteéted 
the errors of the Church, he did not (as the 
Breateft part dô ) abule them го the conrempr of 
the Scripture and Religion -but rather ufed the 
authority of the Scripture and of the Chriftian 
Religion to heal rhe dials of rhe Churchwhich

tested., ‘Wherefore in. chat Rudy, to which his 
fublime and pidus mind was carr yed with infam. 
td fpced; a prearlight,. not without thé Divine 
Affiftance, fuddenly brake out unto him,efpecial- 
ly becaule to ferch out the fenfes of the Scripture; 
he brought withehim the knowledge of the Ort 
ental Tongues, the Hebrew and Greek chiefly, 
and alfo the Arabick, Whether therefore it were 
for fear of danger,(as it islikely)or that he might 
More exactly ftudy purer Divinity. and the xX 
Tongues, he fon paed out’ of Italy into Swe. 
Revland and Germany, 

He left his country. very young, not, being + 
above onc and twenty yecers old.In the next four 
Yeers,having travelled over Fraate,Britdnny, pels 
Sium, all Gevmany and Peland,-he took up his 
dwelling ar Zurich., Whereupon, although Ke 
were often drawn away with publicke and private 
affairs, yet.did he {pend the chefen part of his 
exile there; being endeared хо fundry. Princes in 
al parts, and favoured affo by certain Kings, 

There was not a noted. Scholar in thantime, 
(then which none ever abounded more with 
Jeatmed men,) but he bad by his carriage won 
por only his friendffiip, but his familiarity alfo.

He was born two hoursand almoft three quár- 
ters before Sun-rifing on the Мопс of Decembers 
1539, well-nigh fourteen yeers yonger then his 
Unkle Lelius, Не dyed in the уссг 1604, а lit- 
tle before the beginning of the fpring; being fix- 
ty five yeers old. 

He firft {pent twenty, and a little after twelve 
Yeers of hisiage in his countrey; about three in 
his retixementat Lyons; the other thirty in vo. 
luntary exile. „Не feemeth to have loft his pa- 
rents at that age, which is moft арс for the im- 
Proyement of learning and wit, * For he ‘come 
plaineth how he employedhis labor in the ftudys 
6f good arts very fligbtly, and withoutche gui- X 

ce of a teacher, And eliwhereshow he Вад not 

nt Philofophy, nor ever was acquainted with, 
School-divinity ; and confeflech thar in Lopick 
itfelf he never tafted but only certain rudiments, ў 
And that very late. 

It was a Бае to that proud age, to be taught 
by fo notable an inftance, that even without 
thofe helps (which wes though not without'caufe, = 
yetoftentimes without mealure do admire) chere 
may be great men, and fuch as will perform rare 
feats, Perhaps alfo it was expedient, аса 
born to take cognifance of the Opinions of the Y 
world, ould be tainted with no prejudices; left 
it fhould admit fome tring of thole errours, for = 
the rooting out of which it grew up., For Divi- 
nity being full ot errors, infe&ed alfo Philofo-X 
phy it lf, and almoft all good arts. And chere-

rudiments of the firft learning the infancy of the 
world hath now for along time been deceived, 
7 and fucked in opinions & truc, before it was able 
to judge whether they were falle. Whereby it 
cometh to pafs, that oftentimes it is better to be 
feafoned with none,then with perverfe доб певт 
Nor is ita wonder that fometimes learned men 
dote more (hamefully, and the rude multitude 
judgeth more fincerely, Which I would not have 
fo taken, asif I would condemn learnifig, but 
only the abufe thereof; nor give a;check, but a 
caution to it, With fuch a flight tin@ure of 
learning, and (asl fuppofe) with the ftudy of 
the Civillaw, the firft age of Søcinks was taken= 
up, untill the three and twentieth yeer, Yet had 
he before fucked-in the principles of Divine 
Truth, partly by his own (harp wits partly by 
the inftru&tion of his Unkle Lelius, efpecially 


„when upon che rifing of а fudden rempelt, hes as 
we before hinted, betook bimfelf into France. Al- 
‚ though Lelius, confiding in the wit of kis Ne- 
phew, did intimate more to his guefs then des 


liver to his underftanding ; concealing alfo (оше 
things from the yong man for the tryal of his 
judgement, and openly prefaging among(t his 
friends,, tharthefe things оц] тоге fully and 
happily by Faullus be difcovefed to the world. 
But when after tlie death of етих he was return- 
ed into staly, in that unfteddy age of his life, his 
youth floating like а (hip without a Pilot, and 
carryed away with I know not what winds,almoft 
4. grew old amongft the Sirens of theCourt. For 
being adimitted into the Palace of Francis the 
grand Duk ofra cany, and very much endeared 
rohim by honourable employments, whileft he

there Hourithed in higheft favour and dignity, he 
{pent whole twelve yeers in the Court of Florence, ~

in his fublime judgement was formed, not with 
the thadowy precepts of Learning, but with the _ 
fubftantial experiments of Life; wherein alfo 
that youthful) hear of his evaporated, which for 
the moft parc hurryeth great wits to great falls, 
And indeed, were we not бегиле aflured of it, 
yet from the very force of his wit we might con- 
Je&ure with how vehement motions that nature 
of his was fometimes agitated. — Aboür the clofe 
of that time his heart was touched with a ferious 
deliberation concerning the choice of good 
things; which he performed with fuch greanefs 
of minde, that he determined for the hope of 
heavenly things totrample under foot all the 7 
commodityes of earthly wifhes; wherefore with- 
out delay, defpairing to obtain from the exetedian- 
ly unwilling Princes leave to depart, he of his 
own accord forfook his countrey, friends, is 
and riches, that he inight che more freely employ 
hunfelf about his own and other mens falvation. 
That his fervice had not been ungrateful to the 
Grand Duke, the longing after him being now 
abfent and in exile, fhewed. Far fudry times by 
lettersand meflengers, chiefly at the motion of 
Paulus Toydánus Vrfinus a noble man, who had 
matryed che Grand Dukes fifter, lie follicited 5d» 
cines to return, which he with ufital modefty, but 
refolute mind did тебе. Tr was the yeer of out 
Lord 1574, and the fiveand thirrieth of his age; 
when he retired out of italy into ‘Germany. x

his coming he was entertained by Bafile,that cour- 
xcous receiver of Chrig's exiles, which had long 
Tince learned to cherifh in her lap endangered 
Innocency. Where he fludyed Divinity full 
three yeers and upwards; bcing chiefly intent up- 
on the Sacred Scriptures, to. the fincere under- 
flanding whercof whilet hesafpired with daily 
vows and prayers, he was much helped witha 
yery few writings of his Unkle Lelius; and fündry 
fcatrered notes left by him. Which thing,though

The Difpuration of Saci- 
aus with him, though written whileft the faid 
Francifcus was alive, could. notwithftanding hard- 
Ју come to light fifteen yeers after, When this 
Difputation was finithed in May, anno 1579, and 
prefented to the Tremfjtvanian Churches, Socimas 
could not long tarry there, by reafon of a Difa 
cafe then raging, which they commonly call thé 
Colick, Wherefore in the fame yeer, being now 
forty yeers old, he travelled into Polandywhere 
he made fuit publike ly to be united to the Poloni- 
«m Churches, which acknowledge none but the 
Father ofthe Lord Jefus Chrift to be the moft 
High God : but not conce aling his diflent in сег. 
tain dogtrines,here fuffered а терыс very rough- 
ly and fora long time. 


Neverthelefs he, being compofed unto pati- 
nce nor fo much by his natural inclination, as by 
7 the refolution of his mind, was по whit enraged 
with this difgrace, not ever gave any (ignes of a 
difaffe&ed mind; But rather undertook to re 


pell with: his wit the incurfion of divers Adver 
faryes, who then infefted thofe Churches, And 
firit of all he received che ch rge of Andreas Vo- 
lanus, by refelling his Parenefis ; and upón the 
fame occafion, at the requeft of Niemojevins the 
feventh Chapter of the Epiftle to the Romans was 
explained. Afterwards it pleafed him to aflail 
obus. Dal.éülogus, whofe reputation and Autho - 
rity did at rhat time cherith che relicks of pernici- 
ous errors in men otherwifé well-minded. Him 
being fomewhat roughly handled , not out of 
hatred, 
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гед, buradvice, healwayesexeufed, A lit- 
Ue after, when Volanus had renewed the fight, he 
Was again encoumtfed and withall an Anlwer 
made. tothe Pofitions of the College of Рол/а, 
Whileft бостиз undergoeth fo much f Е 
hatred for the’ patronage of the truth, among 
fo many enemies there wanted not fome Calum- 
niators, “Stephanus was then King of Poland, A 
Pickthank blows his ears with the report of a 
book written againft the Magiftrate ; adding 
that ic would be a vety difhonorable thing to 
fuffer a wandrin lian exile to efcape {corfree 
with fo bold an enterprife, He hinted at the book 
Againit Paleologus. Which though it required 
ho other teftimony of its innocency, then the 
reading, yet.did he think good to decline the 
danger. 

Whereupon he departed from Cracovia, where 
he had пом lived four yeers, to а Noble man, 
Samed Chriftophorus Marflinus, Lord of Pawlico- 
Via, in which place he defgnded his innocency noc 
fo mach by skulking, as by the Privilege of No- 
bility in our Nation, For that fubarb-farm is a 
few miles diftant from Cracovia, It feemed а 
Wifer courfe to cleer himfelf from the crimes laid 
to hiis chargesrather out of that place,then out of 
prifon, Nor was he entertained in that hofpitable 
houfe for that nick of time onely, but there 
chetithed for above three yeers, And to the end 
that the curtefie смей to an exile and ftranger 
might be more abundan, a little while atcer the 
datighter of che family, а noble Virgin, was at 
his {uit given him in marriage ; fo that being of 
aftranger become a fon-ialaw, he feemed то 
have eftablithed his fecuricy in chofe places by 

affinities 
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affinities and friendfhips. Whileft he lived 
thecountrey, he wrote many notable pieces, an 
chiefly thacagainft Eutropius, conftancly defend- 
ing the fame and caufe of that Church, which 
had withmoft unjuft prejudice condemned him, 
and cati(ed him, though innocent, continually со 
fuffer many indignityes. "His daughter доне was 
born to him in the yeer of our Lord 1587, and 
forty eighth of his age, of whom, being after her 
fathers death marryed to Stani(laws iifzowatius 
a Polonian Knight, there are as yet remaining 
ncphe In September the fame усет 
he loft his wife Elizabeth, which fad and difaft- 
rous chance was followed with a grievous fit of 
dily ficknefs, fo obfinate , that for certain 
moneths it caufed the ufe of his ftudyes to ccafe, 
And that no kind of calamity might be wanting, 
almoft about the fame time, by the death of 
Francifcus the Grand Duke of Тану» the reve- 
nues of his eftare, whichhe received yeerly оцу 
of Italy,were quite taken away from him, Indeed 
a little before, by the biccernels of Accufersyand 
threats of Popes, his eftate came into danger, But 
by the ftrenugus endeavour of Jfabella Medicea 
the Grand Dukes fifter, (who was marryed to 
the aforefaid Paulus Jordanus Urfinus,) whileft 
fhe lived, and afterwards "by the favqur of Frag- 
tifcus the Grand Duke, it came to pafs that du- 
ring his life Socinus received the. yecrly income 
of his cftate. Вог indced his old deferts were 
full fo frefhan memory, that thafe Princes though 
long fince forfaken, and oftentimes rejected, did 
yet ina moft difficult mater gratifie the letters 
and prayers of a condemned and exiled perfon. 
Yea letters full of curtefie were fent unto.him, 
and 
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and he bidden to be of good chear for the future, 
aslong as they lived, fo that in ferting-forth 
books he fuffered not his name to appear. But 
thofe Princes were then taken away by a deftiny 
difafrous to Serimgs. Ahd chat all things might 
fem to haye conipired to the perplexity of the 
man, being a widower, fick, and ftripped of all 
his fortunes, he was molefted with the very times 
of our Commonwealth,which were then excced- 
ing turbuJent, becaule divers did contend who 
fhould be the King of Poland; fo that the adver- 
faryes thereupon took greater licenfe хо thema 
felves. Socinas was now returned to Cracovid, 
and fought folace in ehe midft of fo many evils 
from the employment which God had impofed on 
him,.to purge the Church of fuch errors, as were 
then rife in her. ‘Wherefore although he had 
been formerly accuftomed to frequent Ecclefia- 
ftical Aflemblies, yer in tlie yeer 1588 in the Sy- 
nod of grefe (whichis a Town on the borders of 
Lituania) he difputed with greater earneftnefs 
and fruit then before,touching the death and Sa- 
crifice of Chrift,couching our Juftification;touch- 
ingthe Corrupted Nature of Mam, and finally 
with the Davidians and pudntifls couching the Tn- 
Vocarion of Jefus Chri. “This was the: ycer 
Wherein the care and charge of the Church at 
Luclavicia was committed to Petrus Stoimius, fon 
to Petrus Statorins of Thornville, whofe family ba- 
Ving heretofore been naturalifed into the Nob! 
Ofour Nation, hath even atthis day fome men 
futviving who have been invefted with great Ho- 
nors ingur countrey. Не being no lefs harp 
in judgement, ел ready in fpeech, being once 
admitted into the friendfhip of Socinys, yielded 

will- 
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willingly to his Opinion. —A little before alfo he 
had privately drawn many of the chicf ones into 
his Opinion , and there was daily an acceflion 
made of fuchmen ascomplyed withthem, Ne- 
verthelefs certain men of very great authority 
fill tood off , as Niemojevius, and Cxechovicins 
together with the greateft рах of the. ancient 
Minifters, Тһе report is фас Securinius was the 
firft chat adventured openly to maintain the Te- 
nets of So¢inus, to which he had affented. Not 
long after others followed, Which party was 
exceedingly ftrengthened by the acceflion of the 
three Lubjenccit, Andreas, Уват Пали, and Chrifto. 
phorus, who being bréthren of noble defcent, and 
born to very great hopes, and brought üp partly 
in che Kings Court, partly in the fociery of the 
greatelt Peers, were by а facred infting стар 
ported from the midfbof the allurements of chis 
[№ to the care of Religion. Thefe men, as 
they had by а moft enflamed zeal trodden under 
foot all the impediments of лесу о with an equal 
candor and 'greatne(S of mind they fub{cribed to 
the know T ruth; 

And now others of the paftors camc-ina vye 
to rhe party, efpecially che juniors, who were 
lef retarded with the prejudice of inveterate opi- 
mion'and authority, and that by reafonot an 
accident very notable for. the newnefs thereof, 
which gave a ‘memorable proof How great the 
force of the Truchis, Amid(t a great jarring of 
Opinions this was a laudable agreement of that 
Church, that thof men contended only withar- 
gumentsand not with hatred. And though they 
detefted one anothers opinions, yet did they not 
condemne опе another, And therefore keeping 

mutual 
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mutual tolerance entire, they oftentimes difpu- 
ted very eagerly, and this was the chief work of 
their Synods, 
НЫЕ anno 1585 in the Synodof Lublix, 
пе opinion of Socimus couching the fevench Chap. 
ofthe Remus was exceedingly agitated, ‘There 
were fome thar defended it; butas groat a num- 
ber of Paftorsthat oppofed it. One whereof 
named Nicolaus Zitininss being willed by others 
ОЁ the fame party to explain that Chapter con- 
trary to the mind of Søcmus, and having to фас 
Purpole ftoutly managed che matter, falling in 
his difcourfé upon thofe words, wherewith the 
Apoftle giveth thanks to God for his freedome, 
food likea man amazed. And by and by, what 
is that ficedome ? faith he. What is that bene- 
fit,which drew frá che Apoftle fo great chariks > 
was it, that he was of neceflity detained. in {o 
Great afervitude of fin? Certainly fich a thing 
as this can at no hand gain approbation with me, 
I therefore (faith he) in ike manner give very 
Brcar thanks to the Father of lights, in that he 
Would have the light of his truth. arife unto me 
Who am now freed from error. Afterwards en- 
tering upon a contrary way of explaining, he ac- 
Curately difpured for the Orthodox Opinion. 
Whenthey, whofe caufe he had undertaken, be 
ing amazed did rebuke him, his anfuer was, that 
Пе could пот refift che judgement of a convinced 
Mind, This bufinefs’ was of great moment for 
the propagation of the Truth; пог did their en 
des fours lefs conduce thereunto, who had lifted 
UP theftandard unto others to embrace ir. А 
ft them the Eloquence of the fore(aid Pe- 
"ilius did excell, That Elegant Tong 
only 
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oniy had God beftowed on thofe Churches equal 
to the wit of Sorigm and able to deliver in apo- 
pular manner his fubtile fenfes chat: were above 
the capacity of the ruder fort, and to commend 
them unto all by the genius of his exanimous 
fpecch. Him therefore, as the chiet Interpreter 
ofhis mind, did Secinus make ule’ of, to the nce 
table advantage of Gods Church, And indeed 
certain things happened, which did enforce a 
ftri&er union wich hin. Serius fojourning at 
Cracovia began long бпсе to be environed with 
fuch dangers on every fide, as arefor the moft 
part wont to accompany the faithful fervants'of 
Chrift. How great an Índignity was chere offer- 
ed to him by that infolent foldier ееси з he 
hinifelf Agnifieth ina certain letter. But above 
all, after the printing of his book rouching tbe За= 
vior, ‘the Adverfaryes again began to fhew the 
rancor of their hatred. Whereupon in the yeer 
1598the Scholars, having ftirred up the dregs of 
the rabble,took Socius being then fick and mirid- 
ing the recovery of his health, and pulling him 
out of his chamber half-naked, drag him in a con- 
tumelious manner through the markerand the 
the moft noted ftreets, the greareft pare inthe 
mean time crying out to have him brought to 
ecution, At length having been grievoully hand- 
led in thar furious томе, he was with much adoë 
refcued out-of the hands of the raging multitude 
by Martinus Vadavita Profeftor of Cracovia. The 
plundering of his goods and houthold-ftuff, to- 
gether with other things lyable to {poile, did not 
fo much grieve him, as the irreparable’ lofs of

which he thought was tobe carefully and md

Wher<by it came to раб that all dif- 
puted concerning ihe nature of God, but few 
lieved his prouiies, and accordingly not many 
obeyed his commandments, So (ас with a lit- 
tle adoc faith degenerated into opinion, religion 
into Philofophy, vertue into contemplation, zeal 
into contention, love inco factic Nor could 
it bc ocherwiic, when once the manersof men 
were flighted, and their wits only began to be im- 
proved and examined 


I come now to the fecond engine wherewith 


our faith was thaken, and which ftrookac our 
hope through thefide of our wholereligion, Ne 
fe& wo religion, befides the Chriftinn,doth folidly 
en and rhe ftars to them who have 

well deferved. Thepledge offo great a promife 
рег eth, if promifer himíelf is called into 
queftion, Вас су have taken the. dire wayto 
make it be condemned of falthood, or burthened 
with a very jug ound of fulpicion, whoideém 
fuch doctrines. fundamental thereunto, as arc 
falfe and repugnant to all reafon. Who would not 
falla weeping for the miferyes of the Church, 
when he confidereth how much ће hath degene- 
rated front her primitive chaftity? And inthe 
midft of grief a juft indignation fometimes break- 
eth 


cth-our, to fce that thole ancient Bifhops fhowld 
in the doétrine touching God not bc ashamed 
violently to draw the lenfe of the Holy Serie 
pture to the opinions of the Greek (fhall I (ау?) 
or Barbarous Philofophy. Тһе ancient Church 
hererofpre laughed at the Gnoftickssfor corrupe 
ting prophane Philofophy with shreds taken our 
of the Chriftian do&rine;and prodigioufly patch 
ed together, When in the mean (he her felt 
(forfooth) making а more fober ule of Philofo. 
phy, had rather ícem to have defiled the Chris 
ар Divinity, then the Learning of thar age. 
Did thofe Fathers think it fo miferable a thing, to 
be accounted ignorant of thofe arts, which were 
then fo ardently affe&ted by the times? But as 
they, who defire to fit on two ftools, fall from 
bath, even fo chofe Bifhops did neither fincerely 
retain the primitive fimplicity of the Sacred Res 
velation, mor the conjeéures of prophane wits. 
Whereupon the Do&tines of the Church were 
Stuffed with abfurd and cóntradi&ious opinions ; 
which, inafmuch they pull-up by the reots the 
notions naturally implanted in us, and сора 
fequently reafon it lf, are obtruded under the 
pretence of Faith. 

Which might notwithftanding Бе endured, 
firft if they. onely furpaffed the power of our 
mind, and did not overthrow it. there isa 
wide difference between not perceiving the reas 
fonofa thing, and feeing the falthood thereof, 
Becaufe the truth is oftentimes fo deeply hid, chat 
зо сап hardly be brought to light; whereas fale 
hood can feldome lye fo clofe, but tharir n 
be traced ous, Wherefore 1 could with that it 
мегс ascafic.a matter to cure ignorances as to 

s con 
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«onvitice errors of falfhood; | Otherwife to what 
purpofe doth our mind ferve, if it fhall on any 
Pretence be afraid to condemne that, which im 
plycth а contradi&ion 2 Furthermore, that de- 
Чев/е, of paradoxes under the buckler of Faith 
might be endured, did men in very deed fly 
the examination of Reafon, to the authori 
Divine Teltimony. But when the caufe begin- 
neth to fink under the judgement-of Realon, 
a fudden fupply.is fetched from Sacred Reve 
lation. When this very Revelation comethito 
литр, we find it (ав we formerly hinted) 
to be more evidently difcovered by Platonick 
Wits, then by the Apoftolick Writers.

In framing which confequences, af the caufe be 
gin again to cotter, a ridiculous teturn is alfo 


made again to the belief of the Heavenly Reve- 
lation, as to a known ftarting-hole, ‘As if ithad 
been long fince granted, that this were a Do- 
rine delivered by God, and not the very Do- 
tine it felf were then moftcalled into queftion. 
By this means whileft Uncertain Reafon fetcheth 
un(cafona blc help from Sufpetted Revelation, & 
Sufpe&ted Revelation frem Uncertain Re afonjnci- 
ther of them is found to have anyftábility. Тай 
of all, there are in the Scriptures fo many and fo 
clear" teffimonies of the contrary opinion; that 
neither can thofe paradoxes confit with the 
fafery of them, пог the authority of Holy writ 
remain fafe, ifthey be called into queftion. And 


theres 
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fore no.Chriftian: dares to make а. feruple «оле 
cerning cither, the certainty or (епіс of thofe 
teftimonies : only itis urgedthar they are mai- 
med and detective, and confequently have need. 
of fomerhing added to them. from abroad: for 
the full knowledge of Divine things. Ала ins 
deed let us herein grant their request, fo: that 
they abufe noc this:liberty of adding, ко ander- 
mine chofe things: which they promifed to fap. 
ply. But what it they" produee: {uch Million: 
as quite overthrow the certainty and reafon of 
поќе. things, хо which. they sare. added? Bia 
certainly is nor ro be endured, itiafmuch as they 
had promifed co fupplyour teftimonies, and mot 
olifh thems 
р fetch thofe fupplements out of the: 
Sacred Oracles, by whofe rule they would. hare 
their other: teftimonies tryed. ‘Truly.weedeny: 
not that the Scripture is the той faithful gen 
precer of it fcf... Buc fift we muft т жанч үре 
масі fidelity they draw that (rom fome places 
the Scripture, which is repugnant to the shin 
fenfe thereof clfewhere. Next we muft deman 
of them, withwha forehead. they. require that 
thofe places, concerning whofe meaning (Бу 
reafon of the open evidence) they doing mesh 
agree with the Adverfaryes, оша be cxplairie 
by others; "concerning whole expofition e is 
thé greateft controverfic, Wiat il fe x 
prepofterous order of knowledge athe; wik 
lafate he light by darknefs ? As if this were che 
vay to perceive the moft known things, “evento, 
be blind in-fuch as arc unknown, How great 
fupporexhérefore inthe Divine Oracles thofe os 
pinions have, which are: otherwife repugnant 
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unto reafon, and kow juftly they implore 
the help of Faith is evident from thoíc things 
which we have difcourfed. Buc @ what 
purpofe is all this, if notwithftandng the 
greateft part of men аге perfwaded, that ir very 
much conesrneth the'Chriftian Religion, that fo 
incredible things be believed? Neither is rhis 
the only point, wherein the truth of fo Die 
vine Faith is. rraduced. What (hould I here 
mention that fink of moft filthy errors, where- 
with the moft pure dô&rine of the Gofpel hath 
becn over-Rowed ? There was herctofore none 
fo profane an opinion, none fo filly a dotage,none 
fo riditulous a fuperflition, which (by the grear 
injuftice of men) did not only find place therein, 
butalfo efteera, I omit the portentous opinions 
touching Tranfübftantiation, touching беше 
nite Power of the Priefts and the Pope, and 
touching the worthip of Images; I omit the 
fables fotched. out of the Academy, touching 
Limbus, and Purgatory; I omic (отаву bug- 
bear-apparitions, fo many marts of abfolutions, 
And fales of fins, fo many ftrange rites and forren 
ceremonies ; and fundry other things, which eie 
ther the Greekalfo, or the Latin Church only 
hath пос blufhed fo long to propofe for the main 
illarsof the Faith. For whatfocver, either ab- 
Tess boreali reafon, or repugnant to the 
Holy Scripture, hath for fo many ages been ob» 
truded on the Generality of Chriftians, all that 
hath redounded to the difgrace of our Religion 
and Faith, fince neither could the inbred light of 
ourmind be extinguithed by any means, nor the 
authority of the Scripture be overthrown as 
longas our Faith remained fafe, Вис let that 
pus 
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раб for the deplorable calamity ofthe world fain 
in barbarifm у now thatthe light of a happier 
age is rien, and the world beginneth to come out 
of thar thick darknefs, it is a great indignity фас 
being now awakened and isting itfhould again 
be pothercd inthe fame ога worfe fogge. For 
whereunto cendeth the unavoidable condition of 
Divine Defination? whereunco, the moft unjuft 
neceffity of Fate, fat more Glly and: barbarous 
then che dreams of the Ancients? which doth not 
prefcribe fuch a law of life as is equal and cdm- 
mon unto all, but а fixed decree concerning the 
ini iicabic ffatc of every partitulat man; which 
фра у thinketh this only worthy of immenfe te- 
wards, or dirciul torments, that men, though 
they be never fo willing, are noc able то Went 
the will of God, ` Wbereunto, I fay, tendeth fo 
cruel and бп ег an opinion, but to enwrap in 
fable darkencís the reafon both of Gods Ém- 
pire, and Man's Obedience? Whar alfo mean- 
ech thár peculiar opinion of fome touching the 
pravity ef good works? or that other. more 
common opinion touching our. propriety. and 
polcon of anothers holinefs ? Befides the dark- 
ning of our mind, are we not averted from the 
fiudy of cue регу by the ftrange mixture of re« 
Pugnantthings 2 if when we do never fo well we 
аге frighted with the confcience of our good 
deeds, and when we live never foill we have the 
confidence of anothers merit? What fhould I 
commemorate the price properly paid for our 
free impunity? and that it is enjoyned us by ehe, 
law ofa moft equal feyerity to do impoffibilitiet? 
and thar the will, chat is, the freedome of man, is 
fervile? All thefe opinions can no morc be re- 
con- 
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«onciled with a fincere endeavour to live piouíly» 
then with themfelyer, For who would, with che 
lofs of thofe things that are móftdear го hima 
{еек co attain fuch a reward, as he chinkech со be 
already purchafed at anothers сой, and without 
any painsof his? who would prefs towards а 
place through rough and craggy wayes; when in | 
the mean time he js perfwaded not only thar he 
cannot ger thither, buc alfo annot fo much as 
міо go? Iknow I have touched thofe points 
of the Reformed Doétrine (as they call it) which 
like the ulcers of a moft delicate раге cannor be 
handled without an exquifite (епіс of. pains 
Wherefore I willadd'no more ; for neither can 
thofe things be comprehended: in a compendium 
of fords, whofe number cannot eafily be reckon- 
edupin the mind. Befides, I know right well 


that (оте one, having read thofe few words, will 
fly-our, and chafe, as if he were pricked ona fwd- 


dens although. I endeavour fo co. moderate my 
Mile, thar none may juftly take offence, For 
the Chriftian world fleepeth. quietly in his fins, 
being bolftered up with thofe opinions; fo that 
if any one attempt to draw away. the pillow from 


his delicate neck, the inflamed faction of Divines 
falls prefently a raging worfe then a tyger roba 
bed of her whelps, od eryl g-out that Faith asi 
Religion lye ас. Каке у when in the mean time 
onely the private gredit of certain men, or the 
publike allurement of inning. is brought into 
danger. They impute this zeal-to the honour 
and glory of Ged and Chrift; as if Ged and 
Chrift liked fuch Do&rines, as utterly root out 
of the minds of men the true wor(hip and obfer- 
vance of his Divine Majefty, confifting in Obe« 

dience, 
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dience. Every one thinketh that he ought ro 
endeavour according ro his ability, that no low 
opinion creep in concerning. the Eflence, Perfon, 
and in á word, the Glory of God and 
Nor do 1 therein blame them, Bur tell 
y do you give fair titles to foul 
vices? Isit your ейге truly and magnificently 
xo affert the glory of God? then ufe all diligence 
that the light of your vertues may fhine before 
all men. Which that you may the more readily 
perform, difeard all portentous opinions, thar 
may hinder you in the conrfe of true piety. (а= 
lefs you ufe luch induftry about Divine Things, 
you muft of neceflity be véry ignorant of them. 
For it is a той vain hope of yours, to think to 
win the favour of God and Cbrift by flattery, 
whereas it is ro be acquired only by obedience. 
Chrift will fcorn blandifhments and titles, which 
have been hitherto а Соке for che difobedience 
of his commandments, А faving light Mined 
forth to the world: but men rather lovedidark- 
nels, becaufe they аге enamoured on their plea 
fing Wickednefs, What wonder therefore is Ве 
doctrines fo abfurd, fo contradictions, fo diftant 
and abhorrent from all reafon have been ob 
truded on their heedlefs mindes? All thofé re 
nets crept on chem in the difmal time of night and 
darknefs, whileft men buried in the fweet Пеер 
of their fins,’ obferve not the blind and fecrer 
{nares laid for them. Buc above all, as we fore 
tmerly hinted, the credit of the Chriftian Rel pi 
on was impeached, when once men bepanto be 
perfwaded, that it could not ftand without fuck 
Yotten and weak props. Which are Му ex- 
cepted againft, not’ only for fulpicion of mënt 
eviderit 
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evident falfhood, Баѓ ао becaufe they pullthe 
ftock of vertue out. of the hearts of men by the 
very veots, whereas our mind, though fhe turn 
her {elf every way,is never able co condemne vér- 
tue, as alfo өег common notions. Thusour 
Religion being called into queftion by means of 
fo many inextricable wayes of error, how fall 
a number is there even of Chriftians (that I may 
not fpeak of, others) that hath been able to pre- 
ferye che confidence of their hope untouched and 
anftained amidít fo many and fo grievous fufpi- 
Сіорѕ ? 

Hence at length it came to раб, according to 
our third propofal, that after our faich and hope, 
which only wasable to keep us in che obedience 
ef Chrift had been hindered, the very obedience 
it felf was alfo hindered, and confequently the 
ready way to the felicity hoped-for. For all 
kinds of crimes and vices brake into the Church 
in great throngs, The whole body ofthe Church 
is full of fo many corruptions in manners, fo ma- 
ny difeafes and ulcers, that it is à tedious work to 
profecute very one in particular, “Innumerable 
errors produced infimite abnfes, Wherefore, o- 
mitting the гей, which raigu everywhere to the 
infamy of Religion, I will commemorate but 
twain, whereof not only the impurity was per- 
mitted, but the impiety alfo was enjoyned. For 
frk of all, the мор ot the Supreme Power 
being turned afide from a fpiritual and heayenly 
maner, to ugly rites and ceremonies, a fad ahd 
fhameful kind of Idolatry was introduced. And 
as if there were a danger, left men, if not com- 
manded thereunto, fbould more timeroufly 
trample und ёг оог the exprefs commandments 
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of God, by the publick fan&ions and decrees of 
the Church it was almoft in very terms enjoyned; 
thay the fir and chiefeft precept of God 
Should be violated, and the fecond be expunged 
pens pe number of the other ten, 

nrebermore , that New and Royal Law of 
Chrift, which amongft others Bid de prehe- 
minence, not onely asthe complement and top 
of peife&tiom, but as the ordinary badge of bis 
peculiar people, thé Law, 1 fay, of Love was 
publickly abrogated by the vileft cuftoines and 
wARicmtions. 1 omit other things, which are 
Praiifed co the prejudice thercof, not by clan- 
deftine infirmity › or private attempt, but by 
Publick Advice, . That one thing i$ fulficient, 
which hath for many ages; to the аше] dif. 
exedie of the Churches of Chrift, been a recei« 
ved pra&ife; namely that thofe men, who have 
entrafted themfelves their hopes and fortunes to 
Jefus of Nazareth, ackwowledged to be the 
Chrift of God, and whoare reckoned in hise 
mily, and lifted in his fervice ; and whom notie 
(who thinketh nor hirafelt exempted from the 
Laws of Chri) may fo much as hate, thould 
motwithftandiog on mo orher ground, then be- 
caule they difear infomething, beby their fel. 
low-fetvants and fouldiers not only abufed with 
вой: bitter hatred, difgraces, and injuries, ‘bus 
alfo killed with exquifice rortuces, and with cruel 
amd horrid kinds of punifment, This is not 4 
рог of nid cruclty : fo dire and deteftable 
аз as thefe are perpetrated in е name of the 
Church. For many ages fince, atnong(t the peo- 
ple of Chrift, a prophane and cruel fa&ien bath 
Prevailed, which making Һатосі оғ the Church 
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of Сі with fire and fword, doth norwithftand 

ing arrogate wo her felfthe name of the Church, 
excluding others from the participation thercof, 
This is the, which hath by the flaughter and 
wounds of che innocent moft infamoufly polluted 
her felf with blood ; this isthe, which hath by fo 
many doleful fires and difmal flames, branded 
her {elf with this indeleble mark,with thefe prints, 
to her everlafting mfamy ; різ і (hie, who quak- 
ing and fliding no lefs in the durt of vices, then 
in the blood ot the innocent, is by the Ghofts of 
the opprefled drawn ro the tribunal of the forg- 
raign Judge; In fine, this isthe абод, which 
impofed fuch 4 Prince on the Commonwealth 
and the Church, whofe power" lately refting on 
the Jap of Europe, made the Chriftian world 
gone, and Wow puts it ina frighe left it fhould 
хей upon't the fecond time, For the мой 
merciful God taking ріку on the hard(hip where- 
with wewere opprefied, did сай this yoke from. 
off our necks. And now the darknels, of bafe 
fervitude being difpelled, a moft pleafant light 
of ёту": fhined-forth , when on фе fudden 
rempeftuous clouds arifing threaten a more dif 
mal hightthen the former," Whatis it, but our 
ingratitude, that wfüally caufeth God to repent 
of his benefits ? Before che rifing of the light, he 
fent the pleafant glimmering of the morning : 
Bur we contenting out felveswith che twilight, 
have (hut our eyes againft the very beams of the 
Sun, that we might with more niodefty finin the 
dark.’ He began to reftore liberty, исме ra= 
ther chofe fervitude, Forthe fame domination 
thacorhers exerciled over us, have we fuffered 
tobe exercifed over the weaker fort, го the end 
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icmight plainly appear te We were not foruch 
aifpleafed, with our fervitude, as with our ma» 
fter, Whifithexefore (hould we accufe God, for 
thrufting us again into moft horrid darknefs; 
when we fo bafely do defpife the light? Why 
fhould: we complain, that we are again. enflaved 
to the Pope, when we by a thameful kind of vafa 
falage perform homage toignobler Makers? If 
we lift co become ‘Servants, there is (ome choice 
in taking a more honourable mafter, What 
then ва we invite allo takeup the yoke a 
gain which they had heretofore thrown off eir 
necks? Ac no hand... For. thowgh the new fer- 
witude be a gricf and ате to us, yer dó we 
juftly congratulate the expulfion of Idolatry tó- 
gether with the old Tyranny: We allo rejoyce 
that in many other things the feature of the 
Church is reftored to her, Bur above Ше 
acknowledge it for a fpecial gift of God, that thé. 
due authority and reveresice: of ahe Holy Série 
puure isvindicated, Soxhat che foundations of 
а very excellent hope arc already. laid; іс res 
maineth, thatas we have expelled. Idolatry, fo 
we rektore charity, which cannot, be done buriby 
the banifhment not only of cruclry,bur alfo ofall 
tyranny and iniquity; And let us ufe the aucority 
& guidance of the Holy Scripture, which we have 
afferced,to сав awaythe rclicks of darknefs,which 
have hitherto no Jefs weakened whe hope of falva. 
tion, then disfigured rhe faith and beauty of our 
Religion, Why, do we linger any longer? why 
do we expedt the tharpet goads of God. to prick 
из forward? Certainly in this jun&ure of time, 
there is fomething greater then the mouth of 
man thar thunders oft. We are not now ad= 
жопе of our duty by а humane voise, buc 
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by the dreadful rebuke of the Divine Judges 
ments. God applycth a fad but wholefome ra» 
medy to our ficknefs,. Too much felidlty had cor- 
rupted us, and we had openly loofed the reins то 
our lufts amidft the blandithments of profperity. 
Such of us ashave not been carryed away with 
the force of fin ot improbiry to a cruel hatred of 
auftere truth, have yer by feme love or fear of 
earthly things, been detained in their pleafing 
errors with loft and gente fetters.: The impiety 
of the former required punishment, rhe weak- 
пей of the latter craved help, And therefore 
Providence dipen&erh unto both -his pros 
per remedy, - Such minds as are ovcrwhelmed 
with vices, pay for their hatred and con 
tempr of етик, by being again involved in 
darknefs. Вис füch hearts as are honeft, yer 
bound wich a veather of earthly things, arc by 


the Divine Goodnefs fer ас liberty. Certainly it 
had been better in the midft of queri ro have 


embraced the offer of truth, Bur the moftmer- 
ciful God did herein alfo take care for honeft 
hearts, inthat he removed the allurements and 
encumbrances, wherewith they were kept from 
the knowledge of truth, Wherefore God doth 
ow openly in the view of che world makeeryaly 
with what fincerity every one of us hath departed 
from the faciety of Antichrift, If either the come 
{piracy of faction, or love of parties, or any о” 
ther humane confideration whatfoever hath hit 
therto detained any in the warfare of Chrift,chey 
may recire and betake themfelves thither; where 
there isan offer of greater prefent advantage, 
But ye chat have trufted the Captain of your 
taich wich the pay of your deferred reward, be 

not 
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aot difcouraged in fo great a ftorm of adverfe 
fortune, This is the means whereby God exere 
cifeth and tryech them that are his, Vertue and 
truth have in all ages been educated with thefe 
hard(hips, and grown хо maturity by thefe try: 
alls. With thefe evils Chrift himíclt and the A- 
рой сз» as alfo the Martyrs and Confeffors of 
the Primitive Church have confli&ed. Finally, 
with thefe arms the world alwayes rageth againft 
good men; bythefe mines the. Tyranny of An- 
tichrift hath now many ages fince erept-in; with 
fuch pra&ifes as thefe, a great part of thofe Fa- 
thers, whom ye Idolize, did drive-on furioully ; 
by thefe arts were rhofe Councels, which ye as 
yet adore, upheld and maintained, whileft in Sy- 
nods controverfies were decided with violent 
fa&tions, and autority, and the decrees of Synods 
ratified by Imperial power, with fines, difgraces, 
banifhmencs, and at length with blood іс {clfand 
extreme punifhments, God would have yon taft 
the equity and mature of fuch arts, to the end 
ye might underftand, what ye ought to judge of 
that autority which grew and was cftablithed by 
the like means and га Иез, Wherefore rcje&- 
ing thefe prophane and juftly-fufpe&ed preju- 
dices of ages and autorities, implore the only 
aid of the Sacred Oracles, and under their pà- 
tronage feck both the way of finding-out the 
truth, and of defending іс being found. Only 
bring Gincere minds, and fuch as arc defirous of 
the truth; and басе the whole truth may ina 
maner сой you по more charge and damage, 
then hitherto a portion of it did, be bold tore- 
ceiye it with both your arms, whileft іс is freely 
offered хо you, and without danger. „Ву this

means itwilleome to pafs, that your hope and 
faith boing underfer with better props, will more 
veadjly crc& it felf to the true worthip and obe- 
dience of God, and abide more conftantly in the 
fame. For facilitating of which work, ye and 
all the Church ate very much beholding to Saci- 
zis, a man enriobled by his parentage, vertue, 
and che monuments of his wit; and who, when 
the hent of envy Mall evaporate together with 
the ignorance of the age; willbe far more'en- 
nobled amongft Pofterity.

ed prejudicial either to the Glory of God, or to 
the dignity of Religion, or finally to the fincere- 
псі ef регу» So thar the Reader fhall in his
